Aside from the fatal termination of the 
mecting, the contest between Phillips and 
Bienvenue would not have been unusually 
remarkable but for the fact that it was the 
final scene in the tragic wedded lives of 
three women—sisters—whose husbands 
fell by the hands of violence, incited by 
the dual courses of their wives. Born of 
reputable Creole parents, these sisters 
were inheritors of vast wealth, and a 
Stainless name, and distinguished for 
personal beauty in a land where the 
loveliness ot women was proverbial. 
Tenderly reared and brilliantly educat- 
ed, possessions that rivaled in extent 
and excelled iu value a German princi- 
pality, it is not surprising that they be- 
came the flattered belles of society, and 
were the boast and pride of the mer- 
chant and planter beaux in all the wide 
coast country. That the brilliant pro- 
tege of the haughtiest aristocracy%of the 
old regimes should be destined to exer- 
cise the fatal influence they exerted on 
the men who loved them and made 
them their wives is indeed — sur- 
prising.
